I Khodea haa many Irienda and rela- 
tivea in this county, and as he had 
nlways borne an nntarnishril repnta-- 
tion his friends are loathe to believe 
him guilty. Hia examining trial oc- 
ciira at Owensboro to-day. WeJnes» 
da^'s Inquirer has the iotlowing to 
say about the case; 

Since last July when JaredRoben- 
son, a citizen of Newville, died sud- 
denly there have been rumors of tout 
play and the talk ol the coinmnnltjr 
hss been that Robinaon never died a 
natural death, but that be had been 
poisoned. Dr. P. T. Rhodes a young 
physician of the village ol Newville , 
has been thought to be making other 
than prosessional visits to the house- 
hold ol Robinson and it was newsed 
abroad that Mrs. Robinson and the 
physician were more intimate than 
wsM proper. 

When Robinson was taken ofl so 
suddenly, whispering becamerife that 
Dr. Rhodes had administered poiMin, 
which hastened.the death. This was 
the talk of the neighborhood last 
summer and fall, but it had died out 
in a manner and was being rapidly 
forgotten until yesterday, when Mrs. 
Delphi! Hackett, the mother of the 
departed Robinson, appeared before 
Squire Sutherland in this city and 
made sworn affidavit charging Dr. P. 
T. Rhodes with the murder of her 
son, by means ol poison, which pro- 
duces immediate death, and that it 
was done with felonions intent. 

When the defendant asked for a 
statement he answered that he was 
not prepared to make any atatement 
at this time other than to assert his 
innocence. Lateron.ashisattomey's 
deem it advisable, he will prepare a 
statement lor publication. 

Dr. Rhodes has many friendsaround 
Newville, who vouch for his inno- 
cence, One of them was beard to say 
to'day that the Doctor's arrest was 
an outrage and a shame, and that it 
had been superinduced by a notorious- 
ly unreliable citizens bf the town, who 
could not be credited on oath. Many 
express confidence that Rhodes will 
be discharged at the preliminary 
hearing.
